A Nine Husdred Carat Diamond.

The discovery of u dismond weighi
pomd.md'pr_th.o::s

, assumed 10 be precious,
fined in successive telegrams &5 & diamond,
s topaz, and & pondescript, bas
been found in the Anstralian R
“The thing." as owr correspondent frrev.
erently ealis it, is as big as & large lemon,
it weighs seven and eight ounces
in the seale, and it might, a5 people say,
be anything for all that could be told. To
ensble the reader to speculate on the pos-
sible marvel, and appraciate the
non al its propér worth, we will just ex-
plain what it mesns, or would mesn, if
aotually realized. Dismonds are measured
by their weight in carsts, a earat bej
four graina. The Jargest dinmond of whi
we in this country have any practical
knowlede, is the famous Koh-i-noor, which
in its hustoricnl shape, ns shown at the
Exhibition of 1851, weighed 186 carats,
or 744 graine. The new Ansiralisn dis-
mond woald weigh about 900 carals, or
3600 grains—just mbout five times ma
much. Dismonds, however, incresse
esormonsly in theoretical valoe with in-
crease of weight; so that whereas the
Kob-i-noor was computed to be worth,
secording to the sscending scale of prices,
some £2000,000, the Australian stone
would be valued by a jeweler at far more
than five times thas sum. We peed hard-
Iy wdd that sech calcolations are werely
speculatice. It is all very well to prove
the value of a diamond by the rates of
conventional table, but. as no purchusers
could be found with millicns in their pock-
ola, the estimate is entiely sominal. The
real value of a thing ie what it will bring,
und no stone could netoslly be sold for a
million. In point of fact, this limitation
of market veloes was very soon resched in
the lato buoyancy of the trade. Uptoa
certain poiot the value of dinmouds rose
greatly about twenty years augo, bat whea
this point had been passed the prices re-
mained stationary. The enhancement oc-
currod solely in stones that, as the phrase
goes, were “everybody’s money.” A dia-
moud worth £500, or even £1.000, wounld
fetch iwenly or thirly per ceal, in addi-
tien, bot the famoss Bargandy dismond,
for instanes, brought ooly £20,000—a
very motsrate price.

It will certainly be interesting o learn
by and by what this “reputed” diamond
toros out to be, butl, us regands the mere
posaibilities of the case, we may remark,
that there is already o “reputed” diamond
weighing actoally twice as much as the
Acstrafian gem.  This wonderfu! stone is,

or was, in the Portogese Tressury, smong |

the crown jewels of the kingdom, and it is
known to weigh 1,880 carats. Unforta-
nutely, that is sbout the amount of knowl-
edge we possess in the case, [or the gov-
ernment would never allow it to be exam-
ined, and it may only be a white sapphire
or sometbing lees. As soon as we come
to sscertained facts, the magnitade of the
Anstralian  discovery becomes manilest.
It is certain there onge wus, and probable
that there still is, a Golconds dismond
welghing 280 carats. This stone was ear-
r:;u! away from the treasures of the Great
Delhi in 1739, snd in the hoards of the
Persihn sovereigus itis believed still to be
concealed. In the exhibition of 1862 a
dinmond was shown which had weighed in
the rongh 254 earats, but this was a Bra-
ziliun stone of imperfect color.
stope than either, knowp ss the Mettam
dismond, bas but an epocryphal history,
thongh there is probably truth at the bot-
tom of it. Mattam is & principality in the
isle ol DBorpeo, and in the treasury of the
Rajah thie diamond is said to be preserved
Ap offer wns once made by the Dutch
government, of £50000, and a couple of
gun-boats for the gem, but refused, and as
o supsrstition conneocts the fortunes of the
Raujuh's family with the safety of the stonpe
uui strangers are not permitied even to
B it, the facts of the case are as yet un-
asuthenticated.  Eonough, however, has
been suid to show what a marvel s real
dinmond of 900 carats weight wonld be.

The remarks-
ble thing, however, is, that there should
be any doabt abont the real nature or
quality of the gem. A well known geolo-
g‘iﬂ.1 it is said, had been set to work upon
it, but had not yet pronomnced sentence.
Tle fuct is that any puwnbroker's assistant
could settle auch a question in five minutes.
To the eye of an expert the mere “play™
or “fire"” of u stone will disclose ita quality,
but as the Australinn gem is uncut, that
evidence is not available, Two chamoter
istics, bowever, of & dinmond, admil of an
easy aod infallible test—its handness and
ite ific gravity. Nothing bata dia-
mond will scratch o diamond, whereas if
the stone i only a white or a yellow sap-
phire it may be scratched by a splinter of
raby. In (ks case, it would bo a crystal
of clay instead of a orystal of elarcoal,
and would still be very valoable ; bat if,
as is probable, it is simple quartz, the mir-
wele will disappear. Sufficient evidence,
however, woald remain to show that the
Australien diamond mines may be rich in
utknown  tressures.  Our correspondent
himssll bad a stone in his hand, fresh from
the diggings, which wns a perfoct speci-
of d:sn‘mnd without ql:l or flaw, of
five carats in waght. The valoe of sach a
stone in the Loodon market would be
£300, whereas it was sold on the spot for
